Dr. Fahie was stated to be between eighty 
and ninety years of age. ’ i 
Detective J. O'Malley said that on last 
Wednesday, between 6 and 7 o’clock, he and 
other members of the force left Dublin Castle 
in a V8 car, which was driven by Detective 
John Hartnett. Approaching Ailesbury road 
crossing the car was travelling at between 
twenty and twenty-five miles an hour. The 
driver blew the horn and slowed down. They 
saw a man crossing the road from the right- 
hand side. He appeared to hesitate. The 
horn was again blown and the man continued 
to cross the road. When they got out of 
the car they saw a man lying behind one of 
the back wheels, 

he man was removed to hospital on a 
coal Jorry. 


REMOVED ON LORRY 


Asked by the Coroner why the injured man 
was not removed in the motor car, witness 
replied that they thought the lorry was the 
safest and quickest mode of conveyance if 
the injured man had received any fractures. 
No telephone was near them to summon an 
ambulance. Witness admitted it was a 
locality in which he believed there would not 
be much difficulty in finding a telephone, 
Resuming his evidence, the witness said 
that the road at the scene of the accident 
was greasy, visibility was bad and the place 
was poorly lighted. | : 
Detective D. O’Leary, who was seated in 
the front of the car, said that Dr. Fahie 
crossed from under a tree on the roadside 
when the car was about eight, or ten yards 
away. The horn was then blown for the 
second time. Dr. Fahie then appeared to 
dash from the centre of the road towards the 
footpath. The car, which was braked, 
swerved to the left and mounted the foot- 
path. The crash then occurred, and when 
Buí left the car Dr. Fahie was on the road 
and bleeding from the mouth. The driver 
of the car ‘accompanied him to the hospital. 
He pulled up the car within two yards. Dr. 
Fahie was placed on sacks on the Jorry, with 
a cushion of the car under his head. 

Dr. H. Fitzgibbon gave evidence that the 
cause of death was intercranial hemorrhage 
following laceration of the brain, caused by 
multiple fractures. 

Inspector Collard informed the Coroner 
that the driver of the car had elected not to 
give evidence. 

The Coroner said that the driver was acting 
properly in doing so. If, on the other hand, 
he decided to give evidence, it would be his 
duty to warn him, as possibly the matter 
would be brought before another tribunal. 


MULTIPLE FRACTURES 


Addressing the jury, the Coroner referred 
to the conveyance of Dr. Fahie to hospital 
on a coal lorry, and said that it would have 
been much safer to have utilised the motor 
car that was at the place, particularly as the 
doctor had received multiple fractures. 
Inspector Collard explained that the reason 
for not conveying Dr. Fahie to hospital on 
the car was that the official instructions were 
that a car involved in an accident had to 
remain at the scene. 

The Coroner replied that he was not 
attaching blame to anyone: or casting any 
ill-reflection on those who believed they 
were doing their best at the time. He was 
also not suggesting that there was any lack 
of charitable consideration, but he did not 
think that it was the proper thing to have 
done. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, and expressed 
their sympathy with the relatives. 

Inspector Collard associated himself with 
the expression of sympathy. 


DEATH FROM BURNS 


A verdict of death from cardiac failure, 
following toxemia and burns, was returned 
by Dr. D. A. MacErlean, City Coroner, at 
an inquest held in Jervis Street Hospital, 
Dublin, yesterday on Mrs. Catherine Doran
